NO SUPREME COURT DECISION

ator Truman Xewberry, Republican, 
Michigan, that the regulation of pri- 
maries lies solely within the rights 
of the individual states, Senator Corah 
said, is erroneous, 
because the su- 


premo court has never decided the 
question "as it will be presented under 
the seventeenth amendment." 


Congress, immediately following the 


adoption of the seventeenth amend- 
ment, "proceeded to deal with pri- 
maries," he said, on .the assumption 
that they are "a. part of the election 
machinery." 


He further contended that "the con- 


gress may take partial control or it 
may take entire control of the subject, 
except as to place: it may do every- 
thing that the state may do." 


"A law passed by congress to safe-

stato conservation commission of six

congressional district. The members 
of tho commission are to be appointed 
by the governor,-with the consent of 
the senate. The term of office for each 
members shall be six years, provided 
that of those first appointed two shall 
be appointed for two years, two for 
four years and two for six years.

At Arlington county court house (Va.), 
on the fringe of Washington, is per- 
haps the busiest divorce mill in the 
country. 


There are other mills 
throughout 


Virginia but more to equal Arling- 
ton county's 
because that one 
is 


most conveniently situated with ref- 
erence to ample supplies of raw ma- 
terial—big cities, 
like Washington 


and Baltimore. 


The county is the smallest in the 


United 
States, 
which 
makes 
its 


enormous divorce mill all the more 
of a distinction. 


It grinds once a week, on Satur- 


day, for four hours, during which 
about 30 divorces usually are turned 
out. 


Officials term the mill a disgrace, 


but they say they can't do anything 
about it under the present law.

takes his seat, on "divorce day," the 
Arlington county courtroom always is 
jammed with petitioners.

the tag is lost. 


AH articles for sending should b 


carefully wrapped in strong d-jrabl 
containers.

wrapped securely, but they should no 
be sealed except when they bear a 
printed label or indorsement reading

It is contended it would take less money 


to buy the delegates to a. convention than

bought in the corrupt sense. But that is 
not what is being done today. The direct 
primary has developed conditions not un- 
like those developed by prohibition, and 
they are a challenge to our political mor- 
ality as well as to our intelligent regula- 
tion of elections. 


THE PRIMARY AND CAMPAIGN 


COSTS 


The direct primary has become an ex- 


pensive road to public honor, wherever 
men of wealth aspire to office or where 
special interests 
or political machines 


stand to profit by controlling office. A few- 
years ago the country was astounded at 
an expenditure of $150,000 to nominate 
Mr. Kewberry for senator in Michigan. 
Mr. Xewberry was unable to hold his seat 
as a result. The expenditures for senator- 
ships in the primaries this year make the 
Michigan record look smaller than the 
proverbial thirty cents. In the good, old 
Dutch state of Pennsylvania, something 
like $3.000.000 was spent in.a purely 
money contest for senator. In Illinois tes- 
timony taken bf the senate investigating 
committee has revealed expenditures of 
upward of $1,000.090 for the same pur- 
pose. while it is a general belief that they 
greatly exceeded that sum, estimates go- 
ing as high as the Pennsylvania figures. 


Evidently encouraged by the success 


which attends the lavish use of money in 
the primary, a candidate for the Republi- 
can nomination for mayor of Chicago 
boldly announces that he is to raise 
'a fund of $250.000 to win the nomina- 
tion. 
There is 
to be 
no 
secrecy 


'.about the matter. 
The fund is to be 


'subscribed openly and the whole un- 
dertaking surrounded with the utmost 
publicity. 
This method at least has 


the advantage that it does not subject the 
beneficiary to an investigation following 
,the election, along with the innuendo that 
attaches to the heavy spending of money 
secretly. It is to be. so the organizers say, 
a sales proposition pure and simple. The 
backers of the candidate are going to try 
and "sell" him to the community through 
what they assert will be legal and legiti- 
mate use of the money to advertise and 
elect him. 


, This is a ncn- departure in American 
politics. If it shor.H become the establish- 
ed rule it 
v, 111 mean that only men of 


wealth, or tho=e who can command large 
campaign funds, can a-pirc to high public 
place. A v.-ay may be found to stop it by 
law, but thi's far it has net been found. 
True, a man noir: rater'. and elected to of- 
fice by this process may be refused a seat 
in the United States senate or house, but 
how about other offices over which no 
control exists? 
' The experiences in Pennsylvania and 
Illinois, and on top of ^|em the frankness 
of the plan proposed in Chicago to pur- 
chase the mayoralty, show that large cam- 
paign funds have been made necessary by 
the direct primary. If this conclusion is 
not exactly accurate, certain it is that the 
primary has proved the usefulness and 
efficacy of money in elections. Not only 
this, but it has for the first time in our 
government brought about a gradual in- 
crease in the expenditures of money in 
politics until we have reached the point 
that millions no longer faze us. 


We believe it will be generally admitted 


- that the filling of public office in this man- 


ner is neither wholesome nor wise. Even 
if none of the money were spent corrupt- 
ly, it would still be incorporating into our 
system of government the principle that 
money shall purchase ptfblic office. It is 
all right to denounce these practices and 
say they are vicious and wrong, but un- 
less they are abolished we will get no- 
where. The question is, can they be abol- 
ished under the direct primary system? 


. How are we going to prevent the expendi- 


ture of large sums where candidates are 
compelled to engage in a campaign that 
must reach three or four or five million 
voters to be cfiecti\e?

MR. ELAINE'S MANDATE 


Governor Elaine in commenting upon 


his election to the senate has summarized 
the mandate he has received from the 
people of Wisconsin in this statement: 


I interpret their will as demanding that the 


railroads of this country be operated in the inter- 
ests of the shippers, the workers, and the consum- 
ers, and not in the interests of speculators: that 
the exorbitant tariff rates be readjusted and re- 
duced, and that the tariff law should be a nation- 
al law and not a sectional law; that the nation's 
natural resources'be protected, conserved, and 
developed for the public's benefit: that federal 
taxes should be imposed upon the principle of 
ability to pay; that every newly devised scheme of 
greed" and avarice must be struck down; that 
\merica should withdraw from the world court, 
and that foreign debts owed to the American gov- 
ernment should be settled upon the same basis as 
the American taxpayer must pay America's debt; 
that the rights of the Individual and the home 
should be protected and the principles of local 
self-government upheld and defendsd. 


It is a right and logical interpretation. 


In fact. Mr. Elaine would have been justi- 
fied in going further and saying that he 
regarded the election as a complete pow-, 
er-of-attorney from the people to use his 
own judgment and carry out his own 
policies, whatever they might be and in 
relation to whatever questions might 
arise. Mr. Elaine's statement is- one of 
principle rather than of specific policy, 
and with most of the propositions he has 
laid down we would have no difficulty in 
agreeing. In particular, we think, as he 
does, that the exorbitant tariff 
rates 


should be readjusted and reduced. They 
-have been a burden to the farmer without 
giving him corresponding benefits, and 
probably the same may be fairly said of 
the consumer at large. 


We disagree with his views that Amer- 


ica should withdraw from the world court 
and that our foreign debts should be 
settled on the same basis as the American 
taxpayers must pay their own debt. It is 
obviously hopeless to expect Europe to 
pay in that measure, and it would be of no 
benefit to the United States to attempt to 
collect an amount that would ruin the 
debtors and along with that our foreign 
trade. 


However, as we have said, Mr. Elaine 


has carte blanche authority from the 
people of Wisconsin at Washington. 
\Luch that he does or attempts to do will 
be in the name of the late Senator LaFol- 
lette, and that will not diminish his stand- 
ing with his constituents. This newspaper 
has opposed many of Mr. Elaine's policies 
while he was governor, and it was oppos- 
ed to his candidacy to the senate, but now 
that he is elected it trusts he will give the 
people of Wisconsin the kind of service 
they have elected him for and expect of 
him. So far as that service is constructive 
and for the true interests of Wisconsin, it 
will have our commendation.

DISPOSAL OF UNBUKXED WASTE 


In tho debate here last week on ways and means 


of disposing- of uric acid wo divertevl briefly yet I 
hope convincingly upon the futility of deep breath- 
Ing exercise for the purpose of increasing the ab- 
sorption and utilization of oxygen in tho body 


More oxygen is what one needs to dispose of the 


odds and ends of the process of combustion which 
doctors call metabolism and folks life. Life is the 
combustion, burning or oxidation of fuel, cither 
ood material or the tissue t>ubi>tance o£ the body, j 
o .produce warmth or energy to run tho organs of 


e body or do the muscular work. 
Among the odds, and ends or byproducts of this 
ombustion process is uric acid. In health we find 
bout one-fourth grain of uric acid to the pint of 
lood. and this proportion may be increased to as 
much as a grain or more in the pint in certain dis- 
ase conditions, such as pneumonia, leucemia, some 
cases of chronic nephritis and gout. In gout some 


f this excess of uric acid is deposited in the form 
f a salt, monourate of sodium in the joints and 
•arious soft tissues. The origin of all uric acid 
s the incomplete combustion of nitrogenous ma- 
erial. either 
the purins in various foods or the 


uclear substance of body tissues. Note that I said 
ncomplete combustion—the oxidation of the fuel is 
ot 
thorough enough to burn the nitrogen into 


:rea.' but only into uric acid. Remember that a 
mall amount of uric acid is normally produced and 
Iways present in the blood of a healthy individual. 
>;ote also that I said the uric acid is present in the 
lood or other tissues (for blood is a fluid tissue); 
did not use the term "system." 
That word "system" is misleading and vague and 
tierefore favored by the charlatans. One can't tell 
whether the charlatan refers to the contents of the 
ntestine or the blood or other tissues when he 
rates about the "system." 
This is putting it 


roughly, but no matter how roughly I am giving 


ou the scientific physiological truth here and we 


must not mince words. 


It is a favorite metaphor of the nostrum monger 
nd the fad or "drugless" healer to refer to the 
uman alimentary tract as a "sewer" and to paint 
earsome and noisome pictures of the evils which, 
n a neurotic imagination, may befall if the flow of 
le sludge be retarded. Old time quacks suggested 
o their 
dupes that 
this 
"sluggishness of the 


owels" caused "impure blood" and they amassed 
uge fortunes from selling the simple people fake 
blood purifiers." This game has become somewhat 
idiculous of late years and so the gilded charlatans 
oday vary the wording without materially altering 
he fundamentals of the game; they assure the 
rospect that the "intestinal stasis" produces "au- 
ointoxication" and they soak the sucker good and 
ilenty for the refined crude or the glorified sea- 
veed they feed him. 
* 


Let there be no ambiguity about this, even for 


he most recalcitrant victim of the autointoxication 
hoax (we cannot dignify it as a theory). I reas- 
ure the reader that there is not an iota of evidence 
hat any poisoning or injury of the body occurs 
rom retarded or delayed bowel evacuation or from 
irdmary 
constipation. Not until a complete ob- 


truction occurs does anything resembling poisoning 
follow, and of course it would be a fatal error to 
.rifle with any remedy, system or treatment but 
surgery where intestinal obstruction is concerned. 


Fatuous followers of the autointoxication ex- 


ploiters will please spare me the sarcasfigation the 
mention of this ^physiological truth seems to elicit. 
But I shall be grateful to be corrected by anybody 
who may have scientific or physiological facts to 
present.

Perhaps 
Gen. Hmes realized the situation con- j 
fronting the banks of the country 
when he coupled with the statement 
issued by the bureau an appeal to 
•veiearns to go slow in seeking loans.
